GREAT WESTERN CONTRACT LET

A. Wickham Is to Ereet Round-
house and Some Other
Structures,

The econtract for the erection of the
roundhouse, repalr shops and several other
small bulldings of the Great Weslern rall-
rond In this ciiy lias been awarded to E. A,
‘Wickham. The cost of the bulldings will
be $36,000, and work will be commenced
as soon a8 Lhe weather permits In the
spring.

Thoe roundhouse will have stalls for ten
locomotives, and vpot for twenty, as orig-
foally announced. In addition to the usual
repalr shops, there will be a sandhousa
and several other smaller bulldings. The
roundhouse will be located at the corner
of Bixteonth avenue and Third street, and
the other buildings in the immediate viclo-
ity.

JASPER TO GET THE BANNER

Tippecance Flag Presentation to Ooour
Boms Time in February.

CONFESS TO THE MURDER OF CORCORAN

Man Supposed to Have Died from
'Drinking and Exposanre Now
Known to Have Reen Polsoned
for His Money.

(Mrom a Blaff Correapondent.)

DR8 MOINES, Dee, 28 —{8peclal.)—An
annual event looked forward to with pleas-
ant anticipations by many of the repub-
lleane of Jowa Is the awarding of the
Tippecanos banner. This Is a banner whioh
wan prepared by the Veteran Tippecanoe
club, an organization formed in this state
at the time of Genernl Harrison's fArst
presidential campalgn, and glven annually
to the county of lowa which shows the
largest percentage of galn over the pre-
vioun year In Its republican majority. The
banner has gone to about a dozen countles
of the pstate st different times and the
presentation events are generally quite in-
teresting. Tn a few days the club will
meet and appoint a committes to make the
award of the banner. It will probably go to
Jasper county this year, a county that has
never bad it, and the silk filag, which goea
to the socond beat county, will probably
g0 te Cerfro Gordo. Bome time ecarly In
Febrinry the republican county committees
of the succeanful counties will be invited
to send represenilatives to this elty to a
big banquet, whora the banner and flag
will be formally presented.

A meeling of the prohibitlon party state
committes I8 to he held in the city this
week, &t which time plans will be made
for the work the coming year. The fact
that the prehibition vote fell off nearly
one-half in the state this year, as com-
pared with last year, will recelve some at-
tantion. A plan of systematic organization
for the state will be adopted. At the same
time there will be some plans lald In con-
nection with the new clubs which are belng
formed In the state lo secure the estab-
lishment of a state constabulary. A maet-
ing of the executive commlittee of the
State Anti-Buloon leagus will alse be held
about the same time.

Confeasion Indicates Murder.

By the confession of some of the partiea
Interesied the case of Jerry Corcordn, who
was found dead from drugs a weak ago, s
now shown to have been & murder. Cor-
coran was a rallrond Inborer who had been
out drinking Baturday night, but was found
dead on Sunday and a pay check belonging
to him had been cashed by another. To-
morrow warrants will be {ssued for the ar-
rest of George Beveridge, James Burns,
John Batlese and Carrie Batiese, accusing
them of the murder of Corcoran. He
roomed at the Batiese house. Boveridge
and Burns have told enough of what hap-
pened to prove that Corcoram died from
morphine and ithat he was deliberately
robbed. Now John Batlese has made a
written confession, In which he tells of
the events of the night, declaring that
Burns went out and purchased morphine,
which was given to Corcoran when the
latter was drunk, and that Burns and Bey
eridge robbed the man and then oarried
him outdoors, where he died during the
night. Mrs. Batieso has corroborated the
stories and it looks like a clear case against
the four persons. At the time of the death
it was supposed Corcoran bhad dled from
too much liquor and the exposura Incldent
thereto.

COAST STORM CREATES FEARS

Heavy Gale OF Newfoundiand (s Be-

Damage to Shipping.

She has on board 500
Canadian cattle, which were shipped at
Halifax, because of the embargo against
American ports,

Found Ship In Distress,

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—La Champalgne of
the French steamship llne arrived tonight
from Havre with Afty-seven eabin and 840
steerage passengers. On December 20 La
Champaigne sighted a ship about slx miles
off, fiying distresa signals, She proved to
be the bLark Nile of Glasgow, bound from
Barbadoes for Boston. [Its compass was
ottt of order,

La Champalgne gave the required ald
to Nile, which then proceeded,

On December 26, during a strong weat-
erly gale, which lnsted about six hours,
Plerre Bardelles, the first ofMcor of La
Champalgne, was killed by a heavy sea.
Bardelles wus standing on the bridge when
a tremendous sea struck the vesscl on the
starboard pide throwing him down with

groat force. He was picked wup uncon-
aclous and dled an hodr later. His hody
was buried at sea.

Galea Over All Fuarope,

LONDON, Deec. 285.—There have been fur-
ther gales Mong the coast of Great Pritain
a a fall of snow In Bootland. Vessels
W compelled to run for sheiter and thera
were some exciting rescues off Holyhead
and Cornwall.

A hurricane has raged for three days at
Vienna and gales clsawhere on the conti-
nent are causing considerable damage. The
unusual inclemency of the weather in
pouthern Russia {8 causing great destitution
and every day brings reports of people belng
frozen to death there,

SOME BOXERS LOSE HEADS

They Start an Uprising, Are Taken by
.~ Government Fagres and Pay
Pennity of Denath,

VICTORIA, B. C., Dee, 28.—According to
advices received by the eteamer Tartar,
the Boxer risings in S:e Chuan continue
and another attack was made on Cheng Tu
{n November. While some of ths rebels
battered the pates, another body surprined
the outer fortress, but the soldlers fought
desperately and ultimalely defeated the
Boxers, killing many aud capturing some.
Had the fort been captured by the Boxers
the ecity would bave been at the mercy of
the Invaders,

The captives were tortured and from In-
formation obtajned several cltizens wera
arrested, charged wilh belng In league with
the rebels. All were beheaded.

Beéfore the exeoutlon a messenger arrived
from the Boxers demanding the release of
the prisoners. The messenger was hanged
in a cage.

Helda Up All Nominations Until It Can
Learn Effect of Selections Upon
Well-Tried Men of Long
Serviee in Army.

SENATE INVESTIGATES

WASHINGTON, Dec, 28—~The senate com-
mittee on military affairs has beld up,
pending an investigation, all of the army
nominations sent In before Lhe recess be-
low the grade of major.

The membors of the committee have re-
etlved numerous. complaints about the
mothod of selection of officers under the
reorganization law, It s claimed great In-
Justics has been done ofMicers who have
strved quite a long time. Complalut has
been made that men were selected from
those who formerly served am volunteers
to fill origlual vacancies, and that they
became captains as soon as those who were
appointed. Othera whe were appointed, It
Is clalmed, eerved from four to saven
months before ncceptances, which date
from tha time the appolntment was made,
their rank being determined by the date
of thelr commissions. This gives them
many numbers above West Point graduates
ond others appointed from the volunteers,
and who at once entered the service and
did much bhard work while the men who
delayed acceptance were enjoying them-
gelves or attending to businesa interests.

Another allegation made is that quite a
Inrge number of men appointed under the
reorganization law [mmediately became
capiaing of artlllery and were placed in
charge of guns and machinery of which
they had no knowledge. To obviate this
diMeulty to some extent the wecrslary of
war, with the approval of the caommittee on
military affalrs, secured the resignation
of seventeen second lleutanants of artillery,
who thereupon wore named to fill original
vacancles as first leutenanis In other
branches of the service, and In some in-
stances very soon were made captains.

It s expected that the subcommittes
which Is Investigating the matter of recent
promotions will be ready to report about
the time congresas reconvonoes.

Cuban Sennte Will Not Meet.

WASHINGTON, Deec. 28.—Minlater S3quires
hae cabled the Btate department that no
speclial seasion of the Cuban senate will be
called prior to the reassembling of the
Island congreas after the holidayk. The
suggestion had been made that such a ses-
slon of the senate might be held during the
holldays for the purpose of passing on the
reciprocity (treaty between the United
States and Cuba, but according to the In-
formation received from Havana, this in-
tention has been abandoned and the meas-
ure will come before the Cuban senale In
rogular form In January.

Gambon Goes to Washington,

LAREDO, Tex., Dec, 28.—A Mexico spe-
clal says: Frederico Gamboa will leave In
& few dayn to occupy the post of secrelary
of the Mexican embassy at Washington,
to which he has been appolnted by the
president. He succeeds Becretary Godoy,
who has been nominated as minister to the
Central American republios.

DEATH RECORD.

Founded Japaneae Red Oroan.

TOKIO, Dac. 13.—(Via Victoria, B. 0., Deo.
28.)—The desth of Count Zano took place
in Tokio on December 7 in the elghty-first
year of his age. The count, who was a
privy councllor at the time of his death,
was the founder of the Japan Red Cross
sovlety and the Fine Aris soclety. At one
time the count represented Japan in Italy
and Austria-Hungary, and at another time
he was minister of finance. In 1887 he
was made a viscount and afterward rafsed
to the rank of count.

MISHAWAKA, Ind., Dec. 28.—Very Rev.
August B. Orehtering, rector of the local
Catholle church for forty ywars and dean
of the Fifth Indlana district, dled pesce-
fully this afternoon after an {llness of two
months.
